as a church and session, we mourn the loss 
of Dr. J. T. Kell. Rare indeed is a life so 
rounded out and complete. A man_cqual to 
the diverse calls of peace and war, of domestic 
and public life. Great and good before tiic 


“world but equally so in the precincts of home 


and among his neighbors. 

Graduating at the Charleston Citadel at the 
outbreak of the Civil War, Dr. Keil organized 
a company of his friends and neighbors which 
he lead through the Civil War, retiring at its 


close, licutenant-colonel of his regiment. Com- _ 


pleting his medical studies, he spent twenty-hve 
years, the best of his life, serving his com- 
munity as a physician, riding through winter 
storms and suinmer suns over a wide territory; 
bringing healing for the body, and nope for the 
soul to the bedside of the sick and dying, 
equally to the home of the rich and the lowly 
capin of the poor; giving the ministry of the 
wise head and the tender heart. Winning the 
confidence and respect of the whole community, 
he repeatedly represented them in the Legislature 
of his State, carrying into politics the same 
high ideals, lofty principles, and inflexible in- 
tegrity he had manifested in private life. 

But if he was distinguished as a soldicr, a 
physician, and a public servant, we feel that 
these but illustrate and adorn that higher ser- 
vice which he rendered to God and humanity as 
a‘Christian and an elder in the Church of God. 
Of dignified presence, of commanding stature, 
of most benign and courteous manners there 
ripened in him more and more as the years ad- 
vanced, that beauty of holiness, that grace of 
humility which showed a growing likeness to 
that Captain whom he loved to serve. In al! 
the courts of the church he was distinguished 
for his wise counsel, his temperate views, and 
his unassuming, liberality. How often in thcse 
latter years when.with the snows of more than 
seventv winters upon his head, but with -the 
humble faith of.a little child, his voice was heard 


‘in prayer in the house of God. Every one of 


us telt that here was one who lived very near 
to God. 

It was a privilege and a blessing to have 
known him and especially to see him in his 
own home. Here was the best fruitage of the 
Calvinistic creed of his forbears; of that daunt- 


‘less, tender, yet stern Covenanter blood from 


which he sprung; of the heroic traditions of the 


.chivalrous training of the Carolinas; of those 


free institutions for which both he and_ his 
forefathers were ready to bleed and die. As a 
church and session we cannot express the great- 


‘ness of our loss nor our thankfulness to God 


for his life among us. We would follow his 
faith and covet to’ be like him in life, in death, 


and in glory.
